A Very Elaek Eye for Those Who De­

jF .F F E R S O N C iT V , M o., Jan. 30.— 
Sunday baseball 
received a very 
black eye in the house yesterda)^. 
Not only that, but the temper of 
the speeches would indicate that 
Sunday theaters would not escape. 
It was not a partisan movement by 
any means, but a spasm of virtue 
seized upon the legislature which 
temporarily 
converted representa­ 
tive hall into a Young M en’s Chris­ 
tian association, 
where the parti- 
ticipants told their 
‘ ‘experiences” 
and announced their intention of 
taking a bold stand for morality 
and a preservation of the Sabbath. 
A majority of the criminal juris­ 
prudence committe had unfavorably 
reporteil a bill imposing a fine of 
^ $50 on any person who would par­ 
ticipate in a game of baseball on 
the first day of the week. 
Three 
members of the committee, Higbee 
of Schuyler,Pritchett of Howard,and 
Robinson of Johnson, submitted a 
niinorrty 
report, 
in favor of the 
measure, and the fight arose over 
the effort to substitute the minority 
for the majority report. 
Moian of St. Joseph was recog­ 
nized first and denounced the plan 
as Puritanical and tending to re­ 
strict the pleasure of those in cities 
who were confined by their work 
six days in the week. 
Murray of Holt county got e x ­ 
cited and denounced football, base­ 
ball and kindred sports as brutal, 
and declared that it was high time 
the American public was classifying 
them with bull fights, 
if he had 
his way, he shouted, be would pro­ 
hibit baseball not only on Sunday, 
^ but every day in the week. 
This speech so provoked John­ 
son, of St. Louis, that he made his 
maiden effort, expressing great sur­ 
prise and profound sorrow that any 
member of the assembly should be 
so narrow minded as the gentleman 
from Holt had shown himself to be. 
Tatum was also surprised at the 
disposition 
manifested to restrict 
baseball playing. 
He had played 
baseball and so had his sons and he 
did not believe it had hurt his mor­ 
als or would make criminals of his 
children. 
He insisted that if the 
young men of the larger cities were 
not given wide latitude in the mat­ 
ter of 
Sunday 
amusements, they 
would congregate in the saloons and 
gambling 
houses 
and 
legislation 
would be brought into disrepute. 
Pntchett, of How^ard county,who 
had signed the minority report, did 
not wish to be considered a crank, 
and did not pose as a reformer. He 
' grew enthusiastic while conducting 
bis moral crusade, 
and 
admitted 
that in his youth he had been known 
as a “ bad b oy.” 
But he wanted to 
bring back the good old days when 
the Sabbath 
was 
respected. 
The 
idea that Sunday baseball offered 
special advantages 
for 
recreation 


fore Missouri would be a state of 
hypocrites, just as Kansas v/as. 
Further debate w^as shut off by 
the previous question, and the roll 
call was demanded. 
The minority 
report w*as substituted for the m a­ 
jority by a vote of 89 to 33.

ASSESSMENT ORDERED. 


Stockholders of a Jiefuiict National 
Bank Must Pay. 


A special from Denver, Col., to 
the Globe Democrat says that R e­ 
ceiver Frank Adams, of the defunct 
Commercial National bank, has re­ 
ceived 
notice 
from 
Comptroller 
Eckels, at Washington, to enforce 
the individual liability of the stock­ 
holders. 
The assessment amounts to ^250,- 
000, and the stockholders are given 
February 16 to meet the obligation. 
Each shareholder will be required 
to pay $100 upon every share pos­ 
sessed by him. 
The receiver is au­ 
thorized to grant extensions until 
May 16, under certain conditions. 
A large part of the assessment falls 
upon eastern 
holders. 
A similar 
notice was served a few days ago 
in the case of the German National 
bank of that city. 
Comptroller Eckles has written to 
a gentleman in this city, and also to 
Senator Cockrell, 
that an assess­ 
ment on the stockholders of the de­ 
funct First National bank 
of this 
city will be ordered at 
an early 
day. 


MINNIS SUCCEEDS iUCllAllDS 


lie is Elected Representative by a 
Plurality of About 150. 


C a r r o l l t o n , 
Mo., 
Jan. 
30 — 
riie special election held yesterday 
to fill the vacancy caused by the 
death of Representative Richards 
has resulted in the election of James 
L. Minnis, republican, by a greatly 
reduced majority. 
In November, 
1894, Robinson, for supreme judge, 
carried this county by a plurality of 
373. 
This has been cut to about 
150. 
So far eleven precincts out of 
twenty two show a net republican 
loss of forty-eight and a democratic 
gain of loS. 
'I’hc gain will not be 
so large on the 
remaining town­ 
ships, as all but three of them are 
republican. 
The election has been very quiet 
on the part ot the democrats, 
but 
the republicans have used every ef­ 
fort to get out their voting strength 
and have succeeded in electing their 
candidate, but by a greatly reduced 
majority. 
Janies L. Minnis, the representa- 
elect, is chairman of the republican 
county central committee and one 
of the leading lawyers of Carroll­ 
ton. 
He is a Filleyite of the most

type.

VVTight, the defeated candidate, is 
one of the best citizens of our coun­ 
ty, and served as county judge for 
three 
terms. 
Carrollton 
precinct 
increased her democratic majority 
eleven and is the banner precinct 
of the county.

Prosecutions Followed in Some of the 
Cases, But Ac(|uittal (Teiierally 
Resulted. 


I h e indictment of Fitzsimmons 
for the killing on Con Riordan, and 
the death of Andy Bowen at 
L avign e’s hands a few weeks later, 
has stirred up the sporting world as 
w’ell 
as those who 
oppose 
prize 
fighting to a marked degree, and 
the condemation has been stronger 
in the past few months than ever 
before. 
I ’he list of fatalities in the 
ring is a long one, says the Post- 
Dispatch, 
and 
includes 
one 
St. 
Louis boy, Louis Jackson, who was 
killed by Ed Ahern. 


Other fatalities which have been 
caused by injuries received within 
the roped arena within the 
past 
eighty years are as follows: 
October, 
1816, 
Jimmy 
Curtis 
killed in the thirty-third round by 
Jack Turner in England. 
Turner 
was sentenced two months in New­ 
gate. 


In England, in 1817, Jem Bottes 
killed Boy Clayton by a blow on 
the jugular, 
and was sentenced to 
six months’ imprisonment. 
April 4, 1823, Jem Smith killed 
by James Watts in England. 
Dec. 9, 1824, after the twentieth 
round in the mill between 
Dave 
Scott and Ned Brown, in England, 
Brown, who had been poorly train­ 
ed, fell from exhaustion and died 
the next day. 


June 
2, 
1830, 
James 
Byrnes, 
champion of Ireland, 
and Sandy 
M cK ay , 
champion 
of 
Scotland, 
fought at 
Seeley forest, England. 
M c K a y was knocked senseless in 
the forty-seventh round and died a 
few days later. 


May,

Byrnes and 
James Burke met in England and 
fought 
100 
rounds. 
Byrnes 
was 
knocked out and received such se­ 
vere injuries that he died a few' days 
later. 
Burke w'as arrested for mur­ 
der, but acquitted.

eighty-five 
rounds 
at 
Royalston, 
England. 
Both 
men 
tell from 
exhaustion, and Phelps 
died three days later from effusion 
of blood on the brain.

round by Owen Swift, “ the little 
wonder, ” who v/as tried for murder 


Francisco. 
Larue 
tried and acquitted. 
Sept. 17, Louis Jackson was killed 
by Ahearn in St. Louis.

Lon Turner, the 
Sailor Kid, w'as injured w'hile in the 
ring at the Castle, in River 
Front 
Park, Denver. 
He was leaving the 
ring after a fierce contest wdth Kid 
Robinson 
(colored). 
His

struck the back of a chair, and he 
died the next day, without having 
regained consciousness. 
Jim 
Hyland was killed by Jem 
Carney, the 
Birmingham w'onder, 
in England, some years ago. 
Andy Bcwen, while fighting wdth 
Kid Lavigne, in New Orleans, a few 
weeks ago, fell and struck his head 
on the unpadded floor.

The warden ot the Min­ 
nesota penitentiary says that Cole 
Younger has not broken a rule ’of 
the institution since he entered it, 
eighteen years ago.
